With the Ger- 
man press mixing its encomiums 
with condemnation of the late Pon- 
tiff as unsympathetic to the dicta- 
torship system, and hostility be- 
tween some sections of the Italian 
press and the Vatican still echoing 
over the racist question, the choice 
of the next Pope has become a 
matter of grave international im- 
portance transcending many pre- 
vious elections. 

Jews throughout the world joined 
Christianity in mourning the death 
of Pope Pius XI who in his life- 
time had led the church in a cam- 
paign against anti-Semitism and 
racialism which placed him among 
the foremost defenders of human 
rights, put: him in conflict with the 
Italian Fascists and made him the 
target for abuse in the German 
press. 


Jews Send Condolences 

From London, the chief rabbis of 
Palestine and the British Empire 
cabled condolences to Rome. Dr. 
Isaac Herzog, in a cable to Cardi- 
nal Pacelli, papal secretary of 
state, expressed “profoundest sym- 
pathy on behalf of Palestine Jewry 
and myself in the great loss sus- 
tained by the Catholic Church and 
humanity in general.” Dr. Joseph 
H. Hertz addressed a similar cable 
to Cardinal Hinsley, spiritual lead- 
er of British Catholics, on behalf of 
the Jews of the British Empire. In 
Warsaw, the Rabbinical Associa- 
tion of Poland cabled condolences 
to the Vatican. 

In New York, Rabbi David de 
Sola Pool issued a statement on 
behalf of the Synagogue Council of 
America, declaring the Pope’s death 
“a profound loss to humanity.” 
“The synagogues in America,” he 
said, “pay reverent tribute to this 
great-souled world religious lead- 
er.’

ROLE OF PALESTINE 
IN WAR DISCUSSED 


Can Britain Reconcile These Demands? 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


LONDON.—The difficulty of the British government’s problem 
in finding a solution of the Palestine question is shown by the con- 
flicting demands made by the Arabs and the Jews at the London 
conferences. These demands, as summarized from the speeches of 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann and Jamal el Husseini, are: 


Jews 

1, Arab-Jewish agreement on 
the basis of the 1919 Feisal- 
Weizmann treaty recognizing 
Jewish rights in Palestine. 

2. Adoption by the Govern- 
ment of an unvacillating policy 
in support of Jewish homeland. 

3. Retention and implementa- 
tion of the Palestine mandate. 

4. Return to the absorptive 
capacity standard of Jewish im- 
migration and admission of 
100,000 Jews in the near future. 


Arabs 

1. Recognition of the right of 
Palestine Arabs to complete in- 
dependence. 

2. Abandonment of the at- 
tempt to establish a Palestine 
Jewish homeland. 

3. Abrogation of the mandate 
and replacement by an Anglo- 
Palestine treaty similar to that 
with Iraq, making Palestine an 
Arab state. 

4. Immediate cessation of 
Jewish immigration and prohi- 
bition of sale of land to Jews.

Weizmann Asks 
Britain To Let 
Jews Know Worst

LONDON—Jewish leaders Tues- 
day afternoon met British officials 
in what was described as the most 
important Anglo-Jewish session 
thus far of the week-long Palestine 
conferences to consider the role of 
the Holy Land in the event of war. 
In contrast with the large Jewish 
delegation which attended previous 
meetings, a group of six Jewish 
leaders, headed by Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, went into closed conference 
with Foreign Undersecretary Rich- 
ard A. Butler, Colonial Secretary 
Malcolm MacDonald and Sir John 
Shuckburgh of the colonial office. 

Informed circles said develop- 
ments in the parallel Anglo-Jewish 
and Anglo-Arab discussions were 
moving rapidly and should reach 
the point soon where an intimation 
of the government’s intentions 
could be expected. Belief was ex- 
pressed in certain quarters that the 
government intended to curtail sale. ~ 
of land to Jews in the Holy Land. 

Dr. Weizmann had bluntly asked 
MacDonald to state the British 
government’s intentions and the 
agonizing delay by letting the Jews 
know the worst. At the same time, 
he formally authorized the colonial 
secretary to arrange an Arab-Jew- 
ish meeting, asserting that the 
Jews were ready to sit down with 
the Arabs to discuss the ‘problem. 
He warned, however, that the Jews 
would not acquiesce in the estab-— 
lishment of an Arab state in Pales- 
tine. 

Replying to questions previously 
raised by MacDonald when the lat- 
ter presented the Arab case to the 
Jews, Dr. Weizmann was under- 
stood to’ have emphasized that it 
was the government’s duty to main- 
tain order and to have referred to 
Italian and German activities 
among the Arabs, aimed at the 
Britsh Empire.

Credit Union Aids 
200 Families In Year 


Reports made at the meeting re- 
cently of the board of directors of 
the Jewish Community Credit 
Union showed that over 200 Indian- 
apolis Jewish families were tided 
over difficult financial situations 
last year by the Union. 

Established in 1930, the Union 
has made 1,000 loans in amounts 
varying from a few dollars up to 
$1,000. The number of loans made 
last year was more than double 
those made only five years ago, and 
totaled more than twice the amount 
loaned as recently as 1936, Al- 
though nearly $400,000 have been 
loaned since its organization, the 
business has been operated on such 
a conservative basis that in the 
nine years the losses total less 
than $50. 

At present 450 members of the 
Indianapolis Jewish Community 
are saving money with the Union 
with 5 per cent interest on their 
savings. 

The Credit Union now has a 
surplus sufficiently great to enable 
it to take care of a much larger 
number of loans, and invites mem- 
bers of the Jewish Community who 
require money for business pur- 
poses.

The Editor’s Chair: 

The question of whether Isidore 
Feibleman said we should not send 
money to Palestine for a few 
months or said we should not send 
money to Palestine for a few 
months to buy land there has fin- 
ally been settled in favor of the 
last. Mr. Feibleman and I talked 
the matter over last Friday and 
agreed to leave the decision to 
three men who had heard the origi- 
nal discussion. Previously, Mr. 
-Feibleman had suggested that the 
point be referred to Herman Lan- 
dau, Louisville Courier-Journal 
newspaperman, who had attended 
the meeting; but I mentioned that 
Herman, being a personal friend of 
mine, would not be an impartial 
witness. However, I talked to Her- 
man Sunday and he told me that I 
was wrong and that Mr. Feibleman 
had clearly centered the issue 
around the land buying question. 
And so, convinced, I informed Mr. 
Feibleman Monday, and I inform 
you herewith. I hope this ends the 
controversy here and now. . . 
When the personalities have been 
removed from the discussion, I in- 
tend later to try to show by fac- 
tual argument that to yield now 
in Palestine, and even more so in 
the case of the land, would be to 
invite Arab pressure, to invite in- 
tensification of the present reign 
of terror, and to invite even fur- 
ther retrogression by Great Brit- 
ain from the spirit and the letter 
of the Balfour Declaration. .

(oula IT BE possible that in the face of grow- 

anti-Semitism in the United States, the word 
has gone out that our national Jewish organiza- 
tions are powerless to cope with the rising tide 
and that the security of Jewish life in the United 
States rests for the main part in a hoped-for 
change in local, national and international events. 
At least, that is this paper’s deducation from the 
present trend of affairs, from listening to many 
national speakers and from talking to people close 
to sources of the higher leadership in the United 
States. 

To what then may this situation be attributed. 
Coughlin, of course, for one. The influx of immi- 
grants from Germany and the &ccompanying mis- 
information, for two. The bannered headlines and 
oft-repeated charges of the Nazis for another. 
The evident supineness of Jewish leadership in 
answering publicly the charges made against the 
Jews. The inability of anyone to find a clear line 
of demarcation between free speech and slander. 

This paper has no desire to alarm its readers. 
This paper, however, believes, that unlike other 
groups who prefer to hide everything, its readers 
have a right to know what they are faced with. 
This paper believes that knowledge is a demo- 
cratic process, that Knowledge will initiate a de- 
mand from the masses for more and greater 
action from our leadership, and that in this de- 
mand from the masses is the true working of 
democracy. 

Readers will recall the news story of the signs 
painted on an Indiana campus. They will recall 
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Rabbi Milton Steinberg Tells Worcester, Mass., 
Jewish Audience Why Jewish Heritage Must Be 
Maintained.—Within three generations we find 
the Jews of America indistinguishable from his 
Gentile neighbor—except that, he never feels al- 
together secure and thus never feels at ease. 

It is like living on a volcano. One lives peace- 
fully, serenely, and then suddenly one day a vol- 
cano next door erupts. What happened in Ger- 
many has given American Jewry a similar feel- 
ing. That volcano blew up ... How safe is this 
voleano? We are always walking on thin ice, and 
naturally, we begin to show some of the awkward- 
ness of people walking on thin ice. 

Every Jew has had at least one occasion in his 
life when he believes that he was penalized be- 
cause of his Jewishness. Either he failed to get a 
job, or failed to get into and exclusive country 
club, or to get his daughter into a fashionable 
school, or aspired to public office, etc. At some 
time or other, his Jewishness has denied him 
something he could have had, and unless he is 
careful he will blame his Jewishness for every- 
thing adverse that happens throughout life. His 
Jewishness will become a symbol of bitterness. 

Jews tend to respond and be converted to the 
hostile criticism of the anti-Semite. They say, 
“After all, the whole world can’t be crazy,” (Of 
course, it isn’t the whole world, but the harassed 
Jews begins to think it is.) And then they say, 
“If the whole world says we are this and that, 
it must be true.” But naturally nobody wants to 
believe that he is this and that, so he blames it 
on someone else. He says, “It is so-and-so’s fault; 
he is this and that.” Every Jew points to the 
other Jew. And the tendency is to withdraw from 
other Jews. 

Add all these psyhoses together and you have 
working in the Jew as a Jew, that which working 
in an individual would drive him to a sanatorium. 
There is a crumbling of self-respect, a secret 
sense of shame, a desire to be something’ else, a 
temptation to run away, a turning against one- 
self in bitterness, 

And we find these symptoms in more or less 
degree in all levels of Jewish life. Why do Jews 
give children the names they do? The anglicized 
nomenclature is trivial in itself, but it is none the 
less revealing. It is only when we don’t like the 
connotation of a name that we change the name. 

This is similar with the Jewish attitude of 
“things too Jewish.” Nothing can be “too beauti- 
ful,” “too Americanized,” etc. Only that which 
we can not altogether approve can be too much 
itself? 

And continuing on, we have active flight—the 
Jew who attempts to cut himself loose and sepa- 
rate himself from the rest of Jews. The world is 
so constituted that any attempt of this kind on 


the mention made of an anti-Semitic incident in 
a mid-Indiana town in The Editor’s Chair last 
week, and added to these separated incidents is 
the more desperate situation in a larger Indiana 
city. Leaders prefer to attribute these incidents 
to pranks, when the facts will permit. But they 
only fool themselves. When the newspaper which 
printed the’ one-anti-Semitic letter told Jewish 
leaders on inquiry that it was the mildest of over 
500 received and thrown away, these leaders be- 
gan to wag their heads in worry. 

No, the situation must be faced. Jews of the 
United States are face to face with a situation 
too uncomfortable and too reminiscent of that of 
another country before 1933. This paper believes 
that if all Jews were allowed to know, at least as 
much as is stated above, then appropriate action 
might result. This paper does not demand that 
every fact and detail of every incident be broad- 
cast for other anti-Semites to follow and broad- 
cast, but it does believe that the organizations it 
is supporting should return to them for this sup- 
port a true picture of what Jews are up against. 

As Jews, as Americans, every Jew knows that 
we have nothing to hide, nothing to be ashamed 
of. In most cases, Jews are better Americans than 
those who parade their Americanism. That is 
what makes the Jew so uneasy. He is kind, he 
is just, he is charitable, he is helping; in fact, he 
is doing everything to make his neighbor and his 
country like him, yet he must go about with a 
sword of Damoscles hovering over him and above 
the head of his children, 
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the part of the Jew is bound to end in failure. 
And the escapist lives on the fringe of the Jewish 
world and the Gentile world, accepted by neither. 


When a person has lost the desire to be a Jew, 
has tried to escape, makes every effort to be 
something other than what he is, and then does 
not succeed, it is as though he is chained to a 
corpse. He turns against that which is binding 
him and develops actual hatred of self. He hates 
the Jews and hates himself because he is Jewish. 

The beginning of wholesome, healthy life is to 
think well of yourself. Unless you can accept your- 
self and what you are and make the most of it, 
life is already a frustration. Two things can hap- 
pen: Embitterment of life and frustration of the 
creative potentialities of life. In the case of Jews 
those who try to be what they are not, wind up 
spending lives in futile and feeble imitation, in- 
stead of doing the normal thing—which is to say 
“This is what I am. It is a good thing. Let me 
make the most of it!” 

Those of you who are concerned over the life of 
your children who are so meticulous about seeing 
that they are vaccinated against this and that 
disease—take care that your children are vacci- 
nated against the virus of self-contempt, is ready 
to face the world without a disease of the spirit 
that may leave him permanently dissatified with 
life and may cripple his potentialities. 

There is only one prophylactic: Self-respect. It 
never occurred to the old-time Jew to be ashamed 
of his Jewishness. Despite the trails be faced, 
he felt that his traditions more different and in- 
finitely better. His morale and his self-respect 
were never shaken. 

The Cincinnati Post Asks “How Long O Lord”

lin would be if what he says were only fact. The 
one reason the world does not rock and shiver 
whenever he goes on the air is that he is so 
lamentably shy on accuracy.

Attend- 
ing, Litvinoff of Russia, Blum of France, Bullitt 
and Morgenthau of America—the latter being the 
deep, dark mystery man, “juggling,” as Coughlin 
put in, a two-billion dollar stabilization fund, 
and out for no good. 

Pretty hot stuff, this, except— 

Mr. Morgenthau was not in France in Septem- 
ber, 1938. He was in America. 

We wonder how much of this will have to hap- 
pen before Coughlin once again, as he did in No- 
vember, 1936, for oh, too short a spell, will, as 
he then put it, “withdraw from all radio activity 
in the best interests of all the. people.“
